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By Appointment. 

Fair Island is situated midway between the 
Shetland and Orkney Islands. It is a wild inhos¬ 
pitable spot, approachable only at one point— 
North Haven. The men of Fair Island live chiefly 
by fishing and the women are mostly occupied in 
knitting, the peculiar style of which is supposed 
to have been learnt by their ancestors from the 
crew of the flagship of the Spanish Armada which 
was cast away here in its efforts to escape the 
English Fleet (1588). 
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
